Sir: - 


I have received your letter of the 23rd instant stating that since your entering upon duty, 
the requirements of the service for the coinage of silver dollars has been increased so as to 
demand the greatest effort of the female employees to accomplish their part and requesting that 
to meet the emergency of the service, you be authorized in addition to the number of adjusters 
employed for temporary duty, to bring the force up to the demands of the service, to appoint ten 
(10) regular adjusters to take the place of those discharged in April last. As the demands upon 
your mint for the coinage of silver dollars, will for some time to come be from 1,700,000 to 
1,800,000 pieces per month, you are authorized to increase the permanent force of adjusters by 
the number requested in your letter. 


It is suggested that the working time of the adjusters be divided equally as far as 
practicable between those who do day work and those who perform night work and that those 
who do night work one week be assigned to day work the next week so as to fully equalize the 
burden of service.
